WRECKED WHALERS. 

Narrowly Escape starvation on th< 
African Coast. 

New Bedford, Mass., Oct. 13. -The whal- 
ing bark Seine, of New Bedford, was wrecked 
June *ith on the west coast of Africa, ten 
miles south of Cape Frio. It is a desert re 
gion, the Nourse River, eighty miles north, 
affording the nearest fresh water. The crew 
got ashore safely, with four casks of bread 
and a teapot, from which, through a pipe 
formed of a boat pump and fog horn, they 
conducted steam into casks, where it was con- 
densed into good water. The surf ran so high 
that the men were more than a month In get- 
ting three boata to an anchorage outside. One 
was capsized and two' Portuguese seamen 
were drowned. Edmund C. Dobson, of New 
York City, steward, not belug able to swim, 
did not dare go Into tho boats, and despite ail 
efforts to dissuade him, started alone to walk 
to the settlement He has not since been 
heard of. The three boats proceeded to Little 
Fish Bay, NO milea north, the nearest settle- 
ment. The other two boats were totally di» 
abled, and the captain and nine men walked 
1VJ miles north to a Portuguese fishing station, 
crossing the Nourse River on a raft. They re- 
plenished their store of fresh water there, but 
were reduced to two spoonfuls a day before 
they reached the settlement.

The Now Scheme for Redistributing 
Seat* in the Commons. 



Hammond'* Remarkable Career on 
the Turf-< olllslon, *lx Drowned-

London, Oct 13.— The publication iu to- 
day's Standard of the Government scheme 
for the redistribution of seats in the House of 
Commons has caused the greatest political 
sensation that London has experienced since 
the rising of Parliament. Mr. Gladstone is 
furious at the betrayal of Government 
crets, and Cabinet Ministers, Under Sec 
taries, and officials of all grades have 1* 
rigidly examined in an attempt to asoert) 
how the intelligence leaked out. Thus far 
the search has been unavailing, but exr 
have been found for discharging several 
ordinates who are respected of ha 
friendly relations with the Standard edit 
staff. The Gavernment tries to minimize 
the effect of the publication by saying 
that the scheme of redistribution as pul- 
lished in the Ktandtxd is only one of various 
schemes submitted. All of these plans, the 
Government organs say, have been referred 
without comment to the Ministry, but none 
of them has yet been evon discussed in Cabi- 
net council. All these protestations, however, 
are looked upon as an official admissi n of the 
importance of the Standard's publication 
The Tories are already denouncing the 
scheme as an attempt to swamp the Tory 
counties with Lilieral boroughs, and to plf 
into the hands of the Parnellitea The latt 
seem to be i>erfectly satisfied, for if a fe 
Irish boroughs are disfranchised the streng 
of the Homo-Hulo delegation in Parli 
ment will be enormously inoreas.

Striker* with foreigners. 

Prmsr/RO, Oct 13.— For several weekn 
Philip Darner, the well known labor contrac- 
tor in this city, who recently broke the strike 
among the miners of the H. C. Frick Com- 
pany, by filling their places with foreigners, 
has been making frequent trips between Pitts- 
burg and the Hocking Valley. It has just 
been ascertained that Doruer has a contract 
with the Hocking operators whereby he is to 
receive *5,000 if he is successful in breaking 
the strike. The men supplied by him al- 
ready greatly outnumbers the strikers aud 
with their families occupy the houses of the 
evicted striken.
